I, Christopher J. Edge state as follows:

3. I have become aware that, more than one year prior to the effective filing date of 
the above-referenced patent, July 6, 1997, color correction tables were prepared according to 
certain aspects of the methods of claims 8-36 of the above-referenced patent and commercially 
distributed to customers of 3M. In particular, I believe that the commercially distributed color : 
correction tables were prepared by generating L*a*b* values for source and destination CMYK 
values, iteratively reducing differences between the L*a*b* values by adjusting the destination K 
values and setting the destination CMY values to zero, iteratively reducing differences between 
the L*a*b* values by adjusting the destination CMY values and keeping the K values 
substantially fixed at the determined levels, and generating a color map based on both of the
